It was in Denton, where Nathan once 
lived, that be first discovered himself 
to be fire-proof. In his jouth he was a 
servant in the house of Lawyer PurnelL 
Being in the kitchen a great deal, his 
inclination was to taste some of all the 
choicest dishes when the housekeeper'^ 
eye was turned, and one day he dipped, 
his hand into a boiling pot to catch % 
dumpling. 
He got the morsel and; 
relished it so much that he gi abbed foi} 
another, aud found that 
his 
hand 
was not hurt in the least 
This pilfer- 
ing process went on for somet ime, with 
no injury to the hand. 
The first pub- 
lic exhibition that Nathan made of him- 
eelf took place in the bar-room of the 
local hotel, when he took live coals 
from the stove and held them in the 
palm till they had expired. 
Then fol- 
lowed, on ditlereat occasions, 
other 
more trying feats of endurance, such as 
whetting a hot poker on his hands or 
licking it with his tongue and holding 
it in his mouth, walking barfooted 
among live coals and on hot tires. 
At 
the trial of Fred Lawrence in Denton 
early in the '70s, after an adjourned 
session of court, Nathan greatly amused j 
the judges and many spectators by his 
exploits, and at the hanging of Law- 
rence in Easton he was present and 
gave an exhibition Avhich netted him 
$87. 
On this occasion he repeatedly 
ftook a mouthful of molten lead with no 
injury. 
Hundreds of colored men were 
present. 
Great was their consternation 
when they witnessed the performance. 
On all occasions Nathan turned his su- 
pernatural powers to profitable account. 
He would "eat five" at any time, but 
never without hearing the jiuglo of 
money. 
Judge 8tump once gave Na- 
than $5 for whetting a red-hot poker on 
his hand. 
The peninsular towns of 
Oenterville, Church Hill, Easton, Hills- 
boro, and Greensboro, and 
others- 
within walking distance were often re- 
galed with his performancea 
At tha 
zenith of his fire-eating career Nathan 
made an engagement with the manager 
of Front Street Theater, Baltimore, 
that greatly widened his repntation. 
He played "the devil" there for throe 
weeks to crowded houses, being the 
sensation of the day. 
Tlien, followed 
an engagement of eight nights at Doug 
las institute. 
At both places he would 
go through the role of the evil one with 
BO much reality that many in the ]\ion- 
nmental City were turned from the ways 
of the wicked and brought to repent- 
ance. 
Nathan never used preparation^ 
to protect himself from injury, as some 
people might suppose. 
Kot lead was 
taken into his mouth and live coals inta 
his hands, and he would stand bare- 
footed upon a red-hot stove witli no in- 
jurious results. 
His mouth was never 
known to be wadded with asbestos, nor 
were his feet or hands incased with 
ench protection. 
The human pheno- 
menon was never, by any one here, ex- 
plained. 
The fact is recall el thai 
some young men of Denton were firnj 
in their belief that Nathan did use soma 
such ruse, aud were of the opiniim lhat 
they could do tlie samf\ 
Accoi-. inglv 
one of them went fortli to eat 
H i e and 
nearlv killed himself in the nt' m 't. 


The fashion editor, after he wrote

The men asked us if they could 
leave their engines, and we, after look- 
ing over the situaticm and failing to get 
any sort of satisfaction from the nfScials, 
consented to them doing so. 
This car- 
ried with it the support of the whole 
Brotherhood 
We cannot order tbem 
back, 
tf they come to the conclusion 
to go back ot their own accord, they will 
notify us and then our mission is ended. 
This is a fight of life and death. 
We 
must win this fight. The men of the 
Brotherhood are pledged to each other. 


The tenor of his talk was that if it is 
necessary to the winning of the strike 
every road in the United States will be 
tied up and the traffic of the entire conn- 
try suspended. 
This is the first time 
Chief 
Arthur 
has 
talked 
so 
plainly. 
"The Brotherhood will not 
compromise," said the chief, "but will 
dig the ditch in which it proposes to die 
if it can not win." 


The desperation of the head of the 
Brotherho^ has never been made so 
manifest 
before. 
The 
organization 
stakes its existence on this fight, and 
Mr. Arthur well knows that to lose it 
means the extioction of the order, as 
well as his own official death. 
It is be- 
lieved he has imbued the order with his 
own spirit, and that the Brotherhood 
men will follow him to victory or defaat. 


A meeting of the several grievance 
committees of the Burlington road has 
been called for to-morrow, but it is not 
known for what purpose the call has 
been issued. 


General Passenger Agent Morton says: 
"We have 60 per cent, of the number of 
engineers and firemen employed before 
the strike. 
We only reqaire 75 per 
cent, of the whole number, as we had 
more men than we actually needed. 
We are doing 
splendidly 
with 
our 
passenger service and we expect a big 
business to*day. 
In the freight line we 
are receiving live stock or | erishable 
freight. 
We are receiving eve^thing 
else, though, and getting all out in good 
order." 


MILWAITKBB, Wis., March 6—A prom- 
inent offiaial of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
aud St. Paul railway is authority for the 
statement that a strike of the engineers 
and firemea will be inaugurated on the 
St. Paul system to-morrow night. 


WHAT A QEKBBAIJ STRIKE MEANS. 


CHIOAGO, March 6.—Referring to the 
poesibiiity of a general strike bciDg or- 
dered on the western railroads by the 
engineers and firemen, a local paper 
says: 


It is probable that the Chicago and 
Northwestern, the Chicago, Book Island 
and Pacific, the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, the Chicago and Alton, the 
*\'i8con8in Central, the Illinois central, 
the Wabash, the Chicago, St. Paul and 
Kansas City, and all of the branch and 
leased lines of the above named railroads 
would be involved. 
Roughly estimated, 
thiH will embrace about 23,000 miles of 
road, and will completely .close the 
channels of communication between Chi- 
cago and the west. 


It will lay a oamplete embargo on the 
northwest, cut off commnnication 
to 
Council Bluffs, Omaha and upper Mis- 
souri river points, except by circuitous 
routes, and to a partial degree, the same 
thing to the sonthwest. 
It will destroy 
the express business, paralyze trade, 
snfipend the operation of all m ning and 
manufacturing industries, and transform 
busy hives of industry to centers of idle- 
ness and stagnation, and this is a terri- 
tory over a thousand miles 
square. 
When it is remembered that the roads 
penetrate to the Canadian boundary to 
the north, to the Rocky Mouutaius on 
the west and to the Indian Territory on 
the south, the scope of the operations 
and the magnitude of the interests they 
serve can be beter comprehended. 


More than tbis, it would cut off the 
great northern and middle transconti- 
uenial routes, reducing them to local 
roads at once, the consequence being 
that the grt at interior basin from Utah 
to Oregon would suffer equally with the 
Mississippi river valley. 
It is not only 
trade and commerce which would snffer. 
Labor, both skilled and common, would 
feel the effects and m(»t disastronsly. 
The general managers of the railroads 
named freely state that incaseof a strike 
upon their lines there is but one course 
for them to pursue—shut down the 
shops and the freight houses, discharge 
the workers and await the end. 


Cessation of operations would mean 
the immediate discharge of four-fifths of 
the number. 
Ttiis would throw out of 
work 92,000 men and according to the 
average of wages paid entail upon them 
a daily loss of over $200,000. 
This is 
the direct result 


Beyond that comes the stoppage of 
manufactories, the suspension of mines, 
the oessation of lumber operations, etc., 
which must follow any shutting down of 
the railroads mentioned, and it is a con- 
servative statement to 
estimate this 
grat outside army employed

named industries at 1,000,000 men.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The demo- 
cratic majority of the ways and means 
committee to-day submitted to a full 
committee the internal revenue bill. 
Section 1 provides that on and after the 
Ipt of July, 1888, all taxes on manufac- 
tured chewing tobacco, smoking tobac- 
co, and snnff, all special taxes upon the 
manufacturers of aud dealers ia said ar 
tides, and all taxes upon the wholesale 
and retail dealers in leaf tobacco be re* 
peale«!, with a draw beck or rebate of 
the full amount of tax on all original 
and unbroken factory packages of (¡mok 
ing and manufactured tobacco and snnff 
held by manufacturers or dealers on that 
day, if claim therefore be presented to 
the commissioner of internal reuenue, 
prior to the Ist day of 
September 
next. 


Manufaoturerers of cigars shall each 
pay a special tax of $3 annually, and 
dealers in tobacco shall each pay a 
speci^U tax of $1 annually. 
All restric- 
tions on the sale of leaf tobacco are re- 
moved and the other sections make 
changes in the mode of 
conducting 
prosecutions in fines, etc. 


The senate committee on finance has 
ordered a favorable report on the house 
bill to provide for the purchase of 
United States bonds by the secretary of 
the treasury. 


AN EMBARGO! 


Is Placed Against C., B.& Q. Freight on 
the Pittsburg and Hlokel 
Plate Lines. 


The great Chicago, Burlington and 
Qnincy strike is gradually spreading its 
wings over the country and is shutting 
off all avenues for the reception and dis- 
posal of freight to and from the objec- 
tionable line. 


Last evening Chief Arthur; of the 
locomotive engineers, 
instructed 
the 
Brotherhood engineers on the Pittsburg 
and Fort Wayne and the Nickel Plate 
lines to refuse to handle freight from 
the Burlington road and the "embargo," 
as it is styled by railroad men, is on to- 
day, so that the affair is coming home 
to us. 


This is part of the general plan to con- 
fine the strike of the engineers to one 
road, but it requires the greatest ingen- 
uity to do it. 


On the Nickel Plate, for iostanoe, the 
best of feeling between the company and 
its engineers and firemen exists, and to 
shut off a portion of their business is 
straining things. 
But two freight trains 
went east on this road yesterday and 
Supt. 0. D. Gorham is now at Chicago 
watching affairs. 


The Pittsburg and Fort Wayne is a 
classified 
road 
for 
the 
engineers 
and seems to sympathize with the Bur- 
lington line, for the dismissal of shop 
employes yesterday grows out of the 
embargo placed on the transfer of or re- 
ception of freight from the Quincy road. 
It is said that this line is giving all its 
ex-employes free transportation to Chi- 
oago, with a view, the engineers fear, to 
fleeing 
that town with idle workmen. 


Supt. C. D. Law and Transportation 
Master Walton went to Chicago this 
morning on a special train to loos: into 
the situation there. 


It would seem that the effects of the 
strike fall severely on Fort Wayne, and 
speaking of the Chicago, Barlington 
and Qaincy strike, yesterday, an engin- 
eer said: 
" I have but little doubt that 
the 
Brotherhood will win the strike. 
We have over a million dollars in our 
treasury and can easily raise three mil- 
lions more within thirty days. 
The men 
who are out are paid $5J per month 
from our treasury and on that they 
ought to be able to live very well while 
the strike lasts. 
Passenger engineers 
make from $120 to $130 per month, and 
I think that every one of them is per- 
fectly willicg to make out a check for 
his present month's salary and then pay 
$10 per month out of bis wages for the 
benefit of the strikers while the strike 
lasts."

liams, for some reason, tried to escape, 
and was shot down by, Spears, and is 
mortally wounded. 
The ofiScers did not 
discover their mistake until the man had 
been shot. 
The rcMftl murderer is at 
large.

After eftting, remore »11 pi«- 
tiolea of food with a tootbpiek, bnt 
never, on any aocoont, use a pin for 
this purpose, which is oitôloinaiy with 
some. 
This practice indolged in fre* 
qnentlj will injure the teeth far more 
than any one would snpposa 
Use the 
wooden toothpick, of -v^ch there are 
two kinds, the sharp pointed and the 
flat pointed. 
The first is all r e r j well 
if it does not split, leaving a small 
splinter between the teeth or onder tho 
gams, which is very disagreeable, 
not actually painful 
For this reason 
the flat-pointed one is the best 
Binse 
the month thoroughly with lukewarm 
water after eating, if it can be conveni- 
ently done. 


Never nse a hard, stiff brush when 
oleaning the teeth, although it is advo- 
cated by many. 
A slight friction will 
help the gnuns around the teeth, but a 
severe one will only irritate and in- 
flame them, so that for some time after 
thev will be too sensitive to receive 
their daily brushing. 
Use a medium 
stiif brush, one that, trying with the 
finger, the bristles will separate easily 
and yet not be too soft 
Wash the 
teeth with this brush every morning 
and night, using lukewarm water and 
pure Castile soap. 
Never use cold 
water or any soap but pure Castile for 
this purpose. 
According to the opin- 
ion of a competent dentist, the teeth 
ought never be brushed across, but al- 
ways up and down. 
Brush the inside 
as well as the outside, and' the edges 
that masticate the food; more particu» 
larly the tops of the crowns of the 
back 
teeth 
should be 
thoroughly 
brushed, as they are liable, on account 
of their peculiar construction, to re- 
tain more particles of food than the 
others. 


Powdered charcoal is excellent for 
whitening the teeth and is also a pre- 
lervative, but unless very finely pul- 
rerized, it is sure to leave between the 
gums and teeth, no matter how much 
they are brushed and washed, particles 
that are very annoying. 
This is also 
true of burnt bread, used by some as 
a dentifrice, but which, in reality, is 
almost impossible to get fine enough 
for this purpose. 
Both of these articles 
are excellent for the breath, but as a 
dentifrice, 
unless finely pulverized, 
they are not good. 


"When the teeth are discolored from 
neglect or medicine, they can be made 
dean and white by rubbing them with 
a mixture of equal quantities of salt 
and cream of tartar finely pulverized. 
This will very often irritate the gpims, 
in which case, after using, rinse the 
mouth with luke-warm water to which 
has been added a few drops of the 
tincture 
of mvrrh. 
This tends to 
harden the gums, and may be used 
with good effect two or three times a 
week, as it is claimed to be a good pre- 
servative. 
Very often a tooth feels 
loose and the gums around are annoy- 
ingly Bore, and a few drops of tincture 
of myrrh will harden the gums and re- 
lieve the soreness. 
It is also excellent 
to use after having a tooth extracted ; a 
few drops in the mouth allays the pain 
and keeps down the swelling of the 
gums, which is sure to take place un- 
less something of this kind is used to 
prevent it. 


Salt is a preservative, and a pinch 
now and then allowed to dissolve in the 
mouth may do a great deal of good. An 
old lady who had very beautiful teeth, 
attributed it to her placing in her 
mouth, on retiring each night, a piuch 
of salt, and allowing it to slowly dis- 
solve. 
On taking medicine, the nature 
of which you are not sure, it is well to 
butter the teeth, both inside and out, 
and there will be no fear of its hurting 
tViflm. 


Music in Man and Itird. 


It is part of the delightful study of 
naturalists to trace resemblances be- 
tween the various lower animals and 
man. 
Maurice Thompson, an enthusi- 
astic and careful student of nattire, 
tells us in Scrib7ier^8 
Magazine 
what 
he has observed about the relations of 
bird-song to the song of man: 


"Ever since the old Hebrew lyrist 
heard the voice of the turtle in his 
land, there has been a himian echo to 
every trill and warble flung out of bush 
and bough all round the vernal circle 
of the earth. 
It has been well said by 
one of our ablest ornithologists. Dr. 
Coues, that man and bird are the two 
animals that sing and enjoy song. This 
love of sweet sounds has formed be- 
tween these 
widely diflferent and ex- 
tremely specialized beings a golden 
cord of sympathy which has been kept 
sweetly vibratini? for ages with inter- 
change of melodious mouthings. 


"In a limited way birds have their 
lyric and their dramatic moods, their 
serious and their comic songs, their re- 
citative and their oratorical 
methoils. 
They are conscious of any especial su- 
periority of voice, just as they are 
keenly aware of any particular bril- 
liancy of colors on their plumage. 


"It has been suggested that the chief 
difference between the highest order 
of bird-music and the lowest order of 
man-music is expressed by the word 
rhythm. 
There is no such element as 
the rhythmic beat in any bird-song 
that I have heard- 
Modulation and 
fine shades of "color," as the musical 
critic has it, together with melodious 
phrasing, take the place of rhythm. 
The meadow-lark, in its mellow flut- 
ing, comes very near to a measure of 
two rhythmic beats, and the mourning 
dove puts a throbbing cadence into its 
plaint; but the accent which the human 
ear demands is wholly wanting in each 
case. 
On the other hand, the mock- 
ing-bird, the cat-bird, and the brown 
thrush accentutate their songs, but not 
rhythmically;

I built in 1884-35» ten four-wheel cars for 
the Boston and Worcester Bailroad 
Company, to seat twenty-four passengers 
to a car. The seats all faced to the front 
with a door on the side and passageway 
between the seats fore and aft 
All 
cars heretofore built were in three de- 
partments, and half of the passengers 
had to ride backward. 
These cars had 
Mr. Davenport's patent draw springs 
and bumper that acted both ways to 
ease the jerk in stopping or starting the 
train, and in 1836-37 they built for the 
Eastern Bailroad Company from a small 
model they had, twenty-four wheel cars 
with platform and doors on the ends of 
the cars and a passageway through the 
cars from one end of the train to the 
other. 
The backs of the seats were to 
turn over. 
These cars were the first 
that had platforms and doors on the 
ends and a passageway through from 
one end of the train to the other. 


Mr. Davenport next patented 
the 
swing bolster to allow a lateral motion 
of the car truck without moving the 
body of the car, which is now nsed on 
all cars, and collected about $100,000 
from the railroad companies for the 
right to use it 
Between the years 
1835 and 1856 they built over $4,000,- 
000 worth of cars for the fifty railroad 
companies. 
Some of the passenger 
cars that they built over thirty-five years 
ago are now runninor on the branches 
of the Lowell, the Fitchburg and other 
railroads.

choicest disheti when the housekeeper^ 
•ye was turned, and one day he dipped, 
hie hand into a boiling pot to catch % 
dumpling. He got the morsel «u<| 
relished it so much that he gtabbed fo* 
another, and found that his hand 
iw not hurt in the least This pilfer- 
ing process went on for somet ime, with 
no injury to the hand. The first pub- 
lic exhibition that Nathan made of him- 
self took place in the bar-room of the 
local hotel, when he took life coals 
from the stove and held them in the 
palm till they had expired. Then fol- 
lowed, on different occasions, other 
more trying feats of endurance, such as 
whetting a hot poker on his hands or 
licking it with his tongue and holding 
it in his month, walking barfooted 
among lire coals and on hot tires. 
At 


the trial of Fred Lawrence in Denton 
early in the '70s, after an adjournod 
MMsion of cotirt, Nathan greatly amused 
the judges and many spectators by his 
exploits, and at the hanging of Law- 
rence in Easton he was, present and 
gare an exhibition which netted him 
$87. 
On this occasion he repeatedly 


ftook a mouthful of molten lead with up 
injury. Hundreds of colored men were 
present Great was their consternation 
when they witnessed the performance. 
On all occasions Nathan turned his su- 
pernatural powers to profitable account' 
fie wonld "eat fire" at any time, but 
never without hearing the jiugle of 
money. Judge Stump once gave Ns* 
than §5 for whetting a red-hot poker on 
his hand. The peninsular towns of 
Oentorrille, Ghnrch Hill, Easton, Hills- 
boro, and Greensboro, and 
others* 


• within walking distance were often re- 


galed with his performances. 
At the 


cenith of his fire-eating career Nathan 
made an engagement with the manager 
of Front Street Theater, Baltimore, 
tha> greatly widened his reputation. 
He played "the devil" there for three 
weeks to crowded houses, being the 
sensation of the day. Then, followed 
an engagement of eight nights at Don g 
las institute. At both places ho would 
go through the role of the evil one witl\ 
BO much reality that many in the Mon- 
umental City were tnrned from the ways 
of the wicked and brought to repent- 
ance. Nathan never used preparation^ 
to protect himself from injury, as some 
people might suppose. Hot lead was 
taken into his mouth and live coals into 
his hands, and he would stand baro' 
footed upon a red-hot stove with no in- 
jurious results. His mouth was noven 
known to bo wadded with asbestos, 1101 
were his feet or hands incnsod with 
such protection. The human phono-

OHIOAOO, March 6.—Referring to the 


possibility of a general strike being or- 
dered on the western railroads by the 
engineers and firemen, a local paper 
says: 


It ia probable that the Chicago and 


Northwestern, the Chicago, Rock Island 
ud Pacific, the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, the Chicago and Alton, the 
<Visoonain Central, the Illinois central, 
the Wabash,the Chicago, 8t Panl and 
Kansas City, and all of the branch and 
leased lines of the above named railroads 
would be involved. Bnnghly estimated, 
this will embrace about 23,000 miles of 
ro«d, ud 
will completely .clow the 


channels of communication between Obi- 
cago and the west 


It will lay a complete embargo on the 


northwest, cut off communication to 
Council Bluffs, Omaha and npper Mis- 
souri river points, except by circuitous 
routes, and to a partial degree, the same 
thing to the southwest. It will destroy 
the express business, paralyse trade, 
suspend the operation of all m ning and 
manufacturing industries, and transform 
busy hives of industry to centers of idle- 
ness and stagnation, and this is a terri- 
tory over a thousand miles square. 
When it is remembered that the roads 
penetrate to the Canadian boundary to 
the north, to the Booky Mountains on 
the west and to the Indian Territory on 
the south, the scope of the operations 
aud the magnitude of the interests they 
serve can be beter comprehended. 


More than this, it would out off the 


great northern and middle transconti- 
nental routes, reducing them to local 
roada at oace, the consequence being 
that the grt at interior baam from Utah 
to Oregon would suffer equally with the 
Mfeeusippi river valley. It is not only 
trade and commerce which would goffer. 
Labor, both skilled and common, would 
feel the effects aud most disastrously. 
The general managers of the railroads 
named freely state that inoaeoof a strike 
upon their lines there is but one course 
for them to pursue—shut down the 
shops and the freight houses, discharge 
the workers and await the end. 


Cessation of operations wonld mean 


the immediate discharge of four-fifths of 
the number. This wonld throw out of 
work 92,000 men aud according to the 
average of wages paid entail upon them 
a daily loss of over 8200,000. This is 
the direct result 


Beyond that comes the stoppage of 


manufactories, the suspension of mines, 
the oessatiou of lumber operations, etc., 
which must follow any shutting down of 
the railroads mentioned, ud it is a con- 
servative statement to estimate this 
grat outside army employed in the 
named industries at 1,000,000 men.

REVENDE^ BILL, 


Tke Democratic Majority of tke Ways 


snd Mean Committee Ssbailt 


the Internal Herein* BilL 


WASHINOTDH, March 6.—The demo- 


cratic majority of the ways and means 
committee to-day submitted to a fall 
committee the internal revenue bill. 
Section I provides that ou ud after the 
Irt of Jnly, 1888, all taxes on manufac- 
tured chewing tobacco, smoking tobac- 
co, ud snuff, all special taxes upon the 
manufacturers of aud dealers iu said ar- 
ticles, ud all taxes upon the wholesale 
ud retail dealers in leaf tobacco be re- 
pealed, with a draw back or rebate of 
the full amount of tax on all original 
and unbroken factory packages of emok 
ing and manufactured tobacco ud ennff 
held by manufacture!* or dealers on that 
day, if claim therefore be presented to 
the commissioner of internal renenne, 
prior to the 1st day of September 
next. 


Mannfaotnreren of cigars shall each 


pay aspecial tax of (3 annually, and 
dealers in tobacco shall each pay a 
specM tax of SI annually. 
All restric- 


tions on the sale of leal tobacco are re- 
moved ud the other sections make 
changed in the mode of conducting 
prosecutions in fines, etc. 


The senate committee on ftauoe has 


ordered a favorable report on the house 
bill to provide for the purchase of 
United Slates bonds by the secretary of 
the treasury.

Nearly all of the important 
earlier inventions of

emanated from Mr. Davenport's brain. 
He built the first omnibus, the first 
double runner sleigh, (hu first large 
party sleigh ever ranin New England.' 


For t wen tj years his firm was the larg- 


est car boildera in tho country. Their 
'built in'1834-35, ten four-wheel cars for 
the Boston and Worcester Bailroad 
Company, to seattwentv-fonr passengeri 
to a oar. The seats all faced to the fron 
with,a door on.the sitle and passageway 
between the seats fore and' aft' Al 
cars heretofore bnflt were in three de- 
partments, and half of the passengers 
had to ride backward. These cars hac 
Mr. Davenport's patent draw springs 
and bumper that acted both"' ways to 
ease the jerk m .topping or starting the 
train, and in 1836-37 they built for the 
Eastern Railroad Company from asmaU 
model they had, twenty-four wheelcan 
with platform and doors on the ends ol 
the can and a passageway through the 
cars from one end of the' train to the 
'other. The backs of the seats were to 
tarn over. These cars were the first 
that had platforms and doore on the 
ends and a passageway through from 
one end of the train to the other. 


Mr.'Davenport next patented the 


swing bolster to allow a lateral motion 
of the car track without moving the 
body of the oar, which is now need on 
all ears, and collected about »100,000 
from the railroad companies for thq 
right to use it Between the yean 
1885 and 1856 they built over H.OOO,- 
000 worth of cars for the fifty railroad 
companies.
